SAVINGS DEPOSITS GO UP 

Canadian depositors during October 
piled in the savings banks about 
$12,000,000 more than they withdrew. No 
doubt business would have been better if 
they had spent the money, end if those 
receiving it had passed ii along and kept 
it in circulation, But as it was their 
money, the depositors had an undoubted 
right to spend or save it as they con- 
sidered to be in their own interests, 

Savings deposits are in the main just 
what the name suggests. They are made 
up of the small balances which the wage- 
earner and the salaried man have left 
after mecting their living expenses. If 
hoarding is to be condemned when times 
are quiet, this kind of “hoarding” is surely 
the least censurable. It springs from a 
prudent desire on the part of the indi- 
vidual to take care of himself and avoid 
the danger of becoming a charge upon 
the public. Had that motive been more 
common in days gone by there would be 
fewer needing relief now. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany has completed the short line from 
Kootenay Landing to Proctor, B.C, This 
fills in the last of the “missing links” in 
the southern route between the prairies 
and the Coast, and on New Year's Day 
through trains will go into operation 
between Medicine Hat and Vancouver via 
the Crow’s Nest Pass and the Kettle 
River Valley railway. 

The Kootenay and Okanagan districts 
are internationally famous for scenery as 
for fruit. They have long been popular 
holiday resorts, to which thousands 
of tourists flock every year. But 
hitherto the journey to the coast by that 
route has been broken by one or more 
shifts from train to boat and boat to 
train, with more or less inconvenience and 
delay. The opening of through service 
without change will doubtless result in 
a marked increase in through traffic by 
that route, with wider publicity, larger 
numbers of visitors, and corresponding 
benefits to the communities thus placed 
upon a main artery of travel. 


AN ENCOURAGING OUTLOOK 


The cold wave which rolled across the 
prairie country early in October no doubt 
accounts largely for the fact that coal 
production at Alberta mines during that 
month shows an increase of more than 
100,000 tons over the figure for October 
of last year. The mild weather which 
followed and has continued up to the 
present cut down the local demand, but 
this will be in some degree off-set by the 
opening of the Ontario market at an 
earlier date than in any preceding year. 
There is a chance at least that the produc- 
tion for the calendar year will equal that 
of 1929. 

Last year the coal mined in Alberta 
represented a cash value of $22,500,000, 
Last winter was only moderately cold, 
With the Alberta miners able to make 
contracts in Ontario this season earlier 
than ever before, the outlook is that the 
industry will be quite as busy during the 
winter 48 it was a year ago, the output at 
least as large, and the amount of outside 
money brought in as payment for Alberta 
coal may be substantially larger. 

Coal is Alberta’s winter “crop.” Its 
production gives employment to thousands 
of men. Its shipment creates an enormous 
amount of traffic for the railways. Its 
sale puts millions of dollars in circulation, 
with resultant benefit to business in all

When doctors disagree, the patient 
must make his choice--and take his | 
chances, In this case the “patient” is the 
wheat grower who operates in a district 
where conditions are not favorable, or are 
less favorable, for other types of farming. 
It may be assumed that the grower in 
such circumstances will be disposed to | 
agree with Mr, Ramsay rather than with | 
Mr. McFarland. 

If there is money to be made in wheat- 
growing it is to made by growing 
wheat—not by refraining from growing 
it. If the Canadian crop were curtailed 
to an extent that would substantially re- 
duce the probable world surplus in future 
years that would be a fine thing for the 
wheat-growers in the Argentine and every 
other exporting country except Canada. 
But what the Canadian grower would do 
for a living is by no means clear. 


The greater part of the Canadian 
west -—- unlike central and northern 
Alberta—is adapted to wheat growing 


but not well adapted to any other kind of 
farming. Curtailrant of the wheat crop 
in this section of the country is practic- 
able, and would perhaps be profitable. 
But in the great wheat belt of Manitoba, 
Saskatchewan and southern Alberta, to | 
curtail the wheat crop would be to curtail 
the farm output; and if the grower there 
cannet make a profit on ten thousand 


bushels it is difficult to see how he could 
make a profit on 5,000 bushels,

CHAIN STORES AND OTHERS 


One-half of all the independent stores in the United 
States make less than five per cent. of the tota) retail! 
sales and one per cent. of them make 37 per cent. of 
all the sales made by independent stores. While there 
are a few individual lines of merchandise for which 
these proportions do not constitute an accurate pic- 
ture, yet the outstanding fact presented by a@ close 
study of distribution is the high degree of concen- 
tration which has been achieved. ‘There might seem 
to be no merchandise entering into retail trade where 
there was less oportunity for concentration of sales 
through a limited number of outlets than there is in 
gasoline, yet one per cent. of the stations sold nine- 
teen per cent, of the total amount of gasoline handled 
by independent stations tn the cities studied, and one~ 
third of the independent gasoline stations in these 
citles had only 5 per cent. of the tote! volume of 
business 

‘These percentages are based upon a study of dis- 


| tribution which was made under the auspices of the 


Chamber of Commerce of the United Btates and the 
Census Bureau. The study covered eleven selected 
cities ranging in size from Pargo, North Dakota, a 
city with a population of 25,000, to Ohicago, with more 
than 3,000,000 inhab!tants 

A survey of Canadiin chain stores published by 
the Dominion Bureau of Statistics in November, shows 
that the average sales in 1929 of the individual chain 
store in the 210 chains covered by the ctudy, amounted 
to $69,000. Chain s ore sales in 1929 were substan- 
tally larger than in 1928, This bulletin also con- 
talred the estimate that the aggregate reta!! sales of 
Caneda amounted to about two billion dollars and 
si ggested thaht sales of chains In Canada have not 
y etreached an aggregate of more than 25 per cent. of 
total retail sales. In tthe eleven ciies of the United 
Sta'es, chain stores had 28 per cent. of the total retail) 
sales in 1926, 

In Canada, independent dealers particularly ergc- 
ers, have met the competition of the chain store by 
the formation of voluntary associations, Thihs type 
of organization had its origin in Canada and is an 
important factor in the retail trade in this country, 
In mos, respects these associations are administered 
along the same Unes as the chains) ‘This form of 
organization is becoming more and more general, 
particularly in the United States, but in no other 
country las dealers’ co-operation been carried to such 
proporions as in Canada —From the Monthly Letter 
dssued by theh Roya) Bank of Canada.

LA GRIPPE 
La Grippe is anoter alias for our unpleasant 
acquaintance, influenza, Scarcely a year passes by 


without this disease appearing in epidemic form in 


some part of the world. About three or four times 
per century this disease becomes almost a world- 
wide pandemic, The discase may appear at any 
time of the year, but most people seem to be more 
susceptible during the winter mibntis. 

Tt is quite likely that either you or some of your 
friends may be laid up for two weeks or more with 
the “flu” this winter, and I know that you are going | 
to need information for preventing or curing La 
Grippe, either in your family or among your friends, 
60 I am giving you the information early in the 
season. I would suggest that you read today’s and 
tomorrow's articles and keep them on hand so you 


will know what to do if a wave of flu occurs near 
you, 

It is very important that one knows how to 
properly care for a case of influenza, Very few other 
common diseases have such crippling after effects, 
and if these are to be avoided, it is very necessary 
that the right treatment be used. One of the most 
dangerous complications of flu is a form of pneu- 
monia, which is more often fatal than ordinary 
pneumonia, Flu also causes many crippled and 
disabled hearts, the heart being injured by the toxins 
which are present in the blood during the disease, 
Flu may also give rise to sinus and ear infections, 
and 1s frequently followed by great weaknegs and 
nervous prostration which lasts over a long time, 
Occasionally, the disease also causes a loss of smell, 
neuralgia, and muscular weakness, 

Shakespeare and Cromwell are two of the great 
men who are said to have been cut down by in- 
fluenza. Many other famous men have been handi- 
capped by the after effects of this disease, among 
them Swift, Carlyle and Chopin. A British authority, 
Sir William Haner, says that influenza is especially 
severe on men of genius, and that many of the 
world’s greatest thinkers have been killed by it, 


Influenza often starts like a cold in the head. 
Guard against the disease if you feel any of the 
following symptoms. Severe chill followed by fever; 
splitting headache; great pain in the back and head; 
profound weakness; mental depression along with 
running of the nose; coughing up a_ yellowish 
material, with the cough worse at night; soreness 
in the upper chest; inflamed throat and a general 
aching or soreness which seems to lodge in the bones, 
Typical cases sometimes come on suddenly, the 
worker having to drop everything on account of 
sudden weakness. ‘here seems to be three main 
types of flu, one attacking the intestines, one the 
lungs, and the other the nervous system, 


To assure yourself against influenza it is wise 
to avoid overcrowded and overheated conditions. It 
is important to see that you obtain plenty of sleep 
60 that you do not become tired out, If the flu is all 
about you, the best plan is to start at once to clean 
out your body so that you will not be as likely to 
develop this ailment which has taken its toll of so 
many lives, Gtart by taking a fruit fast for two or 
three days, using any one kind of fruit from this 
list for your meals: oranges, grapefruit, apples or 
tomatoes. Take only one kind of fruit on one day, 
At the same time, you must not neglect to keep your 
bowels open and should use one or two enemas per 
day

Some days ago T called attention 
to the fact that the eurrent eco- 


nomic deprestion is, in ite basic 
character, different from any phase 
of depression that has preceded |! 
in that it 1s world-wide in scope 
financial, industrial and agricultural 
in character, and marked by a slug 
wish surplus alike of manufactured 
goods and of raw materials 

‘There is nothing insuperable in 
the situation, but it calls for national 
and international statesmanship, 
alike in the flelds of polities and of 
economics, that has both the capa- 
city and the courage to face fresh 
problems with fresh minds. 

Probably one-half, if not more, of 
the people have as much money to 
spend now as they ever did. But it 
haa become actually fashignable to 
lock away buying power which, if 
liberated intelligently, would @o far 
towards restoring business to normal 
health, The release of this wun- 
necessarily locked up buying power 
will do more than make nish days 
in the retail stores. Ita beneficence 
will irrigate the whole business and 
industrial situation. Por the stores 
must restock; the factories must 
widen thelr operation; and multi- 
plied thousands of unemployed must 
be set to work again—when frozen 
buying power thaws 

But this alone will not prevent a 
eomtry from feeling the insistent 
impact of the world situation, And 
the sooner we begin to thing in 
world terms the better 

In 1927 H. G. Wells lectured at 
the Sarbonne tn Paris. ‘lhe prac- 
tical man who read his lecture then 
shrugged his shoulders at the im- 
practical Wells. But what he said 
then begins to look practical to the 
Practical man now—f and when the 
practical man undergoes the intoler- 
able fatigue of thought 

“The master problem before us all, 
before our race,” said Mr. Wells, “is 
how to achieve world economic un- 
ity, how to produce a system of 
world controls with as little blind 
experiment as possible... . How to 
establish enough politicial unity in 
the world to ensure peace; how to 
establish enough political unity to 
save industry and trade from be- 
coming the mere preliminaries to a 
gamble with the exchange; how to 
establish enough political unity to 
control and direct the distribution 
of goods about the earth—that, in 
brief, is the present task before the 
human intelligence. And we have 
no governments, we have nothing 
in the world able to deal with this 
trinity of problems, this three-head- 
ed Sphinx which has waylaid and 
now confronts mankind.” 

We haven't. Mr. Wells is right. 
But we have intelligence, and we 
must consecrate our intelligence to 
a cleareyed facing of the world- 
problem. It can be solved.

A MARITIME GRIEVANCE 


The utmost dissatisfaction in the 
Maritime provinces hes resulted 
from the majority decision of the 
Dominion Railway Commission 
against granting the reduction in 
train rates to the ports of &t. John 
and Halifax, Vehement and united 
protests are being made against 
what is described as rank dis- 
crimination against those ports, 

The rate on grain from Arm- 
strong over the ‘Transcontinental 
line to Quebec was reduced in 1927 
from 34.5 cents per 100 Ibs. to 18.94 
cents But the old rate of 35.5 
cents from Armstrong to Halifax 
over the Transcontinental still re- 
mains in force instead of the rate 
of 19.34 ecnts which the Maritimes 
claim their ports are entitled to. 
With that low rate, they say, the 
grain traffic would greatly increase 
in the winter months and this 
would materially help in the devel- 
opment of those porta

It ia quite clear that an early 
appeal will be made from the de- 
cision of the Railway Commission 
to the government at Ottawa. Part 
of Mr. Bennett's program in the 
last election was to make St, John 
and Halifax national ports. The 
Maritimes will therefore feel that 
they have a right to look to the 
government to see that they obtain 
the lower rate on grain, particularly 
where they are convinced that they 
have a good case in any event.

DISCORD AT LONDON 

The whole course of the con- 
ference, ever since the Canadian 
prime minister publicly demanded 
an answer forthwith to the domin- 
jon tariff terms, while dismissing 
any alternative plan of economic 
co-operation as more or less 
worthless, has apparently been un- 
satisfactory.

Throats Examined 

Adding to the report already sub- 
mitted by the special committee calle 
ed by the superintendent to enquire 
into the deaths of five male patients, 
thought to be caused by the deadly 
germ, streptococcus haemolyticus, Dr. 
Anderson stated that the germs be- 
came very active and virulent at 
times, At times this germ was found 
in a normal throat, but when spread 
became deadly. In continuing, he 
stated that 41 throats of persons at 
the hospital had been examined, and 
out of these 41, ten had shown posi- 
tive growth of streptococcus haemoly- 


ticus, Of these ten, six had been in 
the operating room when Edwards 
underwent the operation, This num- 
ber was composed of surgeons, and 
nurses, 

Dr. Anderson declared that the 
skin very often affected the inner or- 
gans, and to guard against this, the 
skin was painted with iodine. This, 
he said, proved successful in disin- 
fecting in 99 casts out of 100, The 
surgeon also protected himself against 
carrying the germ, and in the case 
of the surgeon who operated in this 
particular case, the superintendent 
stated that he operated often, was 
efficient, and that his technique could 
be relied upon, 

Nurse Exonerated 

Referring to Nurse Johnson, Dr, 
Anderson said that the whole tech- 
nique of the operating room was in 
her charge, and that nothing had 
been discovered amiss in this con- 
nection, All linen in the field of 
operation was sterilized, and from 275 
to 300 operations were undertaken 
every month without bad results, 

In connection with the sterilizing 
tank, the superintendent said that 
this was in the engineers’ department 
and that the log-book showed that 
on the day that Edwards was operated 
on the usual procedure was carried 
out, In this sterilizing tank is placed 
all linen and towels uséd in the 
operating room, which must be 
thoroughly sterilized before being used 
in the process of an operation. Ac- 
cording to Dr, Anderson, steam pres- 
sure in the sterilizing chamber

The newsprint industry has been 
adversely affected by failure of con- 
sumption to keep step with growing 
output. The wisest course to pursue 
in this circumstance would seem to 
be to distribute production to a point 
where each plant would be able to 
run some cf its machines on full time 
and reduce manufacturing expenses 
to the lowest possible point Con- 
sumption of newsprint will probably

Decline In Commodity Prices, 

Since our last meeting we have been 
witnessing a decline in commodity 
Prices, but this has not been due to 
restriction of credit. There is an 
abundance of money available for 
sound commercial purposes and credit 
is not stinted. Prices of many staples 
of primary produc‘ion are now ex- 
tremely low, to which condition the 
prevalent dullness of trade is prin- 
cipally due, Such important com- 
moditics as wheat, sugar, rubber, raw 
cotton, wool, tin and copper are all 
now at lower price levels than in 1913 
Examination of the figures of the 
foreign trade of Canada shows how 
large a part the item of wheat plays 
No other single commodity approaches 
this cereal in volume and value; as a 
consequence, when crop failure occurs 
or prices fall below the line of pro- 
fitable production, the whole business 
of the country is adversely affected 
That has happened. The wheat crop 
of 1929 was short in quantity; the 
crop of 1930 faced low prices and a 
Glutted market; and the foreign trade 
returns disclose the results of these 
unfavorable factors, In the twelve 
months ending September 30th, total 

of Canadian produce had a 
jue Of $1,303,2286,000 in 1929, and of 
$982,098,000 in 1930, being a decrease 
Of $321,130.000, of which decrease 
$167,185,000, or move than 50 per 
cent., was in the item of wheat and 
wheat flour alone. ‘Vo short crops and 
Congested markets can be traced much 
of the reaction in general business, 
the decline in rafiway traffic, the 
diminished earnings of carriers by Jand 
and water, unemployment of labor, 
and, above all, diminished purchasing 
Power of the agricultural elass, 

Lower prices account for some of 
the shrinkage in the foreign commerce 
of Canada, but lessened volume for 
more, In the twelve months ending 
October 31st, 1990, total imports were 
$1,064,915,000 and total exports $945 - 
614,000, being @ devrease of $236,-

566,000 in imports, and $335,070,000 
in exports from the figures of the 
preceding year. Au unfavorable bal- 
ance of wade of $22,797,000 in the 
twelve mon'hs ending October 31st 
1929, was increased to $119,301,000 
for the same period in 1930. In the 
recession of our import trade during 
the year to September 40th, the United 
Btates has been the chief sufferer, 
selling $168,449,000 less merchandise 
to Canada in 1930 than in 1929, 
chiefly tron and steel products, while 
the decrease in ow purchases from 
Great Britain was $27,000,000, u- 
ropean countries have reduced pur.

Rail- 
way gross earnings have steadily de- 
creased, and only by the practicg of 
rigid economy have net earnings been 
kept within measurable dis‘ance of 
those of recent years, In travelling 
from one end of Canada to the other 
one cannot help being impressed with 
the splendid physical condition of 
our railroads, One hears remarks to 
this effect on every side from those 
who come to Canada and make use of 
our transportation facilities, and in 
this respect Canada seems to be more 
fortunate than many other countries, 
including even the United States. 

It is the history of all new coun- 
tries that they depend at first upon 
the utilization of their moat available 
resources, and later turn to manufac- 
turing and similar pursuits. Canada 
at the present time is in an inter- 


use of resources most readily con- 
verted into money, but are now enter- 
ing the second stage, that of manu- 
facturing. In 1915 the gross value of 
Canada's agricultural products was 
$1,118,694,000, and of her gnanufac- 
tured produc's, $1,381,647,000, In"1928 
the figures were:—gross value of agri- 
cultural products, $1,730,304,000, and 
of manufactures, $3,769,860,000. These 
figures illustrate the trend of our 
economic development and have an 
important bearing upon our future 
outlook. 


Water Power. 


One phase of our Industrial activ- 
ities which is being carried forward 
with undiminished vigor is the de- 
velopment of our water powers, At 
the beginning of the present year the 
total installed capacity was 6,727,162 
h.p, During the year, hydro-eleciric 
construction has exceeded that of any 
period in the history of the Dominion 
A mid-year review issued by the De- 
partment of the Interior stated that 
ins‘allations aggregating more than 
1,680,000 hp were under active con- 
struction from coast to coast, Many 
of these installations comprise the 
initial stages only of the respective un- 
dertakings, and when such.plants have 
reached their ultimate designed capa- 
cities a further 2,000,000 h.p. will be 
added. These impressive figures raise 
the question as to whether or not the 
question of power waters is proceed- 
ing too rapidly, but as against this 
it is to be remembered that the uses 
© which hydro-electric current is be- 
ing put are constantly expanding in 
industry, in the home and on the 
farm. 

Automobile production has fallett 
this year to nearly haif the figure of 
1929 yet the importation of crude 
petroleum and the sale of gasoline has 
not decreased. In the twelve months 
ending September 30th last, the im- 
portation into Canada of crude petrol- 
eum amounted to 1,195,644 000 gallons, 
and of gasoline to 164,711,000 gallons, 
of a combined value of $66,467,000 
being an increase of about four per 
cent, over the preceding year, Good 
roads have helped the motor trade. 

The rapid pace of bullding construc- 
tion in reecnt years has moderated, a 
not surprising occurrence, but there 
has been much activity in this branch 
of business durirg ‘he year, especially 
in the prosecution of eng neering pro- | 
jects, In the ten months for which 
figures are available contracts are | 
estimated at $393,146,000 compared 
with $498 727,000 in the corresponding 
period last year, 

In the United Sates the enactment 
of a high customs tariff has restricted 
the sale of our agricultural products 
in that market, while in Canada the 
change of Government produced by 
the general elections in July was fol- 
lowed by «4 brief Parliamen‘ary 
Session fruitful of important fiscal 
legislation, Outstanding was a sharp 
revision upward of many tariff items 
in order adequately to foster and pro- 
tect domestic industries, Some of the 
anticipated advantages ave appearing 
in the form of increased employment 
in mills and factories, the establish- 
ment of industries new to Canada, 
and the enlargement of those already 
in existence, 

Kmperial Conference}, 

On the Imperial Conference in 
london high hopes may have been 
buijt that the various portions of the 
Brittsh Commonwealth would be more 
clesely knit economically by prefen- 
tial tariffs. No important step to this 
end was taken, but the proceedings 
have awakened widespread interest. It 
is apparent that free trade within the 
Empire is not a practica] possibility, 
but I feel strongly that much could 
be accomplished in furthering the ex- 
change of trade between Canada and 
the United Kingdom by placing that 
trade upon a reciprocal basis as is the 
case at present between Canada ard 
some other poriions of the Empire 
There is an increasing recognition in 
Canada of the wisdom of trading with 
those who are willing to trade with 
us and that principle would find a 
very practical expression under a 
system of reciprocal preferences with 
the United Kingdom, which, though 
started only in a small way, would 
undoubtedly lead to impressive results 
in regard to the future trade of both 
eountries, These remarks also apply 
to an extension of the existing agree- 
ments with the other Dominions, 

The condition ef the Dominion 
finances gives cause for some concern 
Last fiscal year the national surplus 
amounted to the large sum of §45,- 
500,000; in the current fiscal year 
ending March Sist next this surplus 
will be displaced by @ deficit of at 
least a corresponding figure, and it 
may be even greater, 1 base this sur- 
inlse upon the returns for the seven 
months ending October Slst, which 
show 4 decline in Dominion revenue 
Of $49,000,000 and an increase of $10,- 
000,000 in ordinary expenditure com- 


pared with the like period last year. 
Obviously the practice of economy is 
imperatively required. 

As rogards conditions abroad, un- 
fortunately the situation in Eurepe ts 
ra‘her clouded political influences 
making for une inty, as well as by 
economic troubles, and the ottiook is 
obscure. ‘The flotation of the German 
reparations loan has disposed of a 
financial operation of major import- 
ance, which fs well out of the way. 
The Bank for International Set ie- 
ments is in operation and its Influence 
in the international money market will 
ho doubt become tnereasingly appar- 
ent as time goes on, The loan of 
$125 000,000 recently arranged for Ger- 
mary should help that country in its 
preseht difficulties the solution of 
which is important tn the interests 
of Burepe generally 

A practically unbroken trend down- 
ward has been experienced in the 
economic affairs of Great Britain, 
which country, already badly handi- 


|eapped in her external trade and by 
| heavy taxation, hia felt most acutely 


the effects of the economie depression 
from which the whole world is suffer- 
ing. Sufficient evidence of the un- 
satisfactory condition of trade and in- 
dustry is found in progressively declin- 
ing exports—particulerly of manufac- 
tured articles—the rapidly increasing 
number of unemployed, declining rail- 
way traffic, shipping freights and 
bank advances Agriculture is in a 
particularly distressed condition. The 
reorganization of industry on modern 
lines is proceeding slowly but steadily, 
with the co-operation of the big banks 
under the lead of the Bank of Eng- 
land, and this is the best promise of 
a return to better times, 


The United BStates is passing 
through ® period of far-reaching bus!- 
ness readjustment involving decline in 
commodity prices, greatly reduced 
employment of labour and greatly cur- 
tailed purchasing power. Unlike 
previous major recessions, however, {n- 
ventories are right and there are 
some indications now that the pain- 
ful fall in price levels and in volume 
of industrial production and sales has 
been checked. There are reasons, 
however, for thinking that the retarn 
to prosperity will be slower than usual 
because of two imporiant factors; 
first, that the export trade of the 
United States is being seriously re- 
Stricted by many countries setting up 
retaliatory tariffs, and, secondly, that 
credi:s to Foreign Countries by United 
States banks and financial houses 
will not be forthcoming to the same 
extent as in the past, 

* Business Outlook in Canada. 


Summing up conditions in our own 
country, we can, I think, justly con- 
gratulate ourselves upon the inher- 
ent vigour and soundness of our gen- 
eral economie structure, The setback 
we have received has been a direct 
reflection of disturbed conditions all 
overfhe world. Europe has been in 
such state of unrest as to cause appre- 
hensions. Great Britain has experi- 
enced unemployment on the largest 
seale in its history. Russia is in the 
throes of a vast and revolutionary 
experiment. Armed rebellion has 
occurred in South American Repub- 
lics. Civil war has been raging in 
China, India has been in a state of 
passive revolt. Japan is passing 
through a severe industrial depression. 
All these conditions were bound to 
affect the marketing of the primary 
products of the farm, the forest, the 
mine and the fisheries, upon the ex- 
port of which Canada has largely de- 
pended. 

Memory of the stock market de- 
bacle will pass; commodity prices wil!!, 
if they have not already done s0, reach 
a point where production is curtailed 
to the level of consumption; the period 
is approaching when the comparison 
with figures of the previous year will 
be less unfavourable. When these 
factors are in evidence there will be 
bred @ more optimistic outlook, spend- 
ing will become freer, employment will 
increase, and there will be a return to 
better times, for in this virile country 
of Canada with it abounding re- 
sources there can be no permanent 
depression. Whether the pull will be 
short or long we cannot foretell but 
we know that Oanada has been 
through many periods of depression 
before and upon each occasion has 
emerged successfully. We know also 
that during the year under review 


| hardship and suffe:irg have been less 


prevalent in Canada than in almost 
any other country, and we can say 
of the expenditures that have been 
undertaken by the various governing 


| au horities for the relief of unemploy- 


ment that in the main they will be 
put to productive uses that will tend 
to speed up our development when 
trade recovery takes place, further- 
more, the fact that in this period we 
have been thrown so much upon our 
own resources, and have paid more 
attention than ever before to the poss!- 
bilities of our domestic market, can- 
not but have effecw which will be of 
lasting benefit to our indusiries. My 
own view is that when the turn comes 
Canada will be found leading the pro- 
cession in the return to prosperity. 
That view, I think you will agree, 
finds full justification from the 
manner tn which this country has 
been weathering the swrm and trom 
the vigorous and practical remedial 
measures which we as « people have 
applied. (Applause) 
The General Manager's Address, 


The Chairman then ¢alled upon 
Mr. W, A, Bog, as Joint General Man- 
ager, to read the uddress of the Gen- 
eral Managers, which was as fol- 
lows: 

Mr, President aud Gentlemen:— 

On behalf of Mr, Dodds and myself

at large are passing through one of | 


the most difficult periods in history 
Canada is singularly fortunate in her 
banking system. It has been able to 
withstand, without apparent strain, 
the heavy drop in the price of com- 
inodities and in the market value of 
securities which has taken place in 
this country as it has elsewhere. A 
reduction in Bank figures is @ natural 
sequence Of this decrease in values, 

In times like the present it is in- 
evi able that losses suffered through 
the heavy fall in prices must affect 
Banks at least indirectly, It is a 
satisfaction to be able to assure you 
that we have made ample provision 
for all losses and doubtful joane. 

You will note that the traditionally 
strong liquid position of your Bank 
has been maintained, This was ac- 
complished without curtailing the 
credit requirements of our customers 
Profits, while reflecting the quiet 
sate, during the past year, of the 
genera) business of the country and 
lower money rates in foreign markets, 
have been more than sufficient to 
maintain the usual distributions to 
shareholders 

Our Total Assets how aggregate 
$626 900,000 agminet $905. 400,000 a year 
ago, & decrease Of $136,400,000, which 
may be considered 4 reasonable ton- 
\raction in view of the conditions 


which have prevailed. Of this totalirade and speculation, 
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$498,100,000 consists of quick assets 
namely, cash, call loans, bank bal- 
ances, and securities of. a readily 
realizable nature 

Cash Reserves to Liabilities to the 
Public are 13.88 per cent. 

Capital, Rest and Undivided Pro- 
fits amount to $74,947,000, as com-~- 
pared with $74,632,000. Rest and Un- 
divided Profits are now $2,947,000 In 
excess of our capital, 

Deposits aggregate $69,000,000, a 
decrease of $83,300 000, Demand De- 
posits have decreased $72,500,000 De- 
posits after Notice amount to $400,- 
600,000 as compared with §420,400,- 
000 «During recent months deposits 
in our Savings Department have in- 
creased, an indication that with the 
passing of abnormal conditions in the 
stock markets, the Inherent saving 
tendency of the people is again in 
evidence, 


in the number of small accounts is 
especially gratifying, as we have con- 
sistently emphasized the fact that the 
Bank of Montreal welcomes small 
accounts, It is our experience that 
the amount represented by many small 
accounts is a more stable quantity 
that a similar total represented by a 
few large balances, 

Balances due to Banks are $8,300,- 
000 a decrease of $31,000,000, as com- 
pared with last year, when large 
amounts were held by us on account 
of European Institutions desirous of 
taking advantage of high rates of 
interest then prevailing in New York, 

Cash and Bank Balances (including 
Central Gold Reserves) amount to 
$136,000,000, a decrease of $12,000,- 


000. 
Our Call Loans, aggregating $78,- 


700.000 show a decrease of $76,200,000 
compared with a year ago, Those in 
Canada are down $21,600,000; others 
are down $54,600,000 

Invesiinenia amount (6 $182,600,000, 
an inerease of $53,000,000 over @ year 
ago these being largely in Dominion 
and Provincial Government securities. 

Bank Premises are carried at $14,- 
500,000, the same as @ year ago. 

Current Loans in Canada (including 
advances to Municipalities) amount to 
$315,100,000, a decrease of $83,700,- 
000, due to lessened activity of business 
in general, 

Current Loans elsewhere aggregate 
$42,500,000 as compared with §$35,- 
100,000 a year ago, 

Profits are $6 519,000, as compared 
with $7,070,000 reported a year ago. 
This reflects the quieter state of busi- 
ness conditions coupled with lower 
rates of interest received on funds 
necessarily employed elsewhere than 
in Canada. The net result may be 
considered satisfactory 

New Branches 

Since the last Annual Meeting we 
have opened 18 new branches and 
closed 15. Our offices now total 672, 
of which 653 are in Canada and 6 
in Newfoundland, The offices closed 
were at points where it was found 
after a trial that there was not suffic- 
jent business to warrant a continuance 
of service, 

Financial Conditions Abroad, 

Marked changes have taken place 
in the past twelve months in finan- 
clal conditions bo‘h here and abroad, 
A year ago the Bank of England rate 
was 5% per cent; it is now 3 per cent; 
while money on call in London has 
lately ranged from 1% per cent, to 2 
per cent, against 4% per cent, last 
year. This, and the fact that dis- 


the barest fraction over the rate for 
Call money indicate the difficulty 
| there is in employing funds for short 
periods. There is ample money await- 
ing long term investment, but its em- 
ployment in industry must be pre- 
ceded by @ return of confidence. In 
the London Stock Markets there is 
all-round depression’ except in first 
class investments, especially British 
Government securities, which are now 
nearing # 4 per cent. basis, Great 
Britain is faced with the necessity of 
slving many difficult problems, 
among them the fiscal policy, There 
appears to be evidence of an increas- 
ing growth of responsible opinion in 
the country in favor of a change 
assuring closer economic unity within 
the Empire, and the adop\ion of safe- 
guarding duties where required, 
Meanwhile the burden of a colossal 
National Debt, together with the ne- 
easily of supporting a growing army 
of unemployed, is saddling Great Brit- 
ain with heavy (axaion which te han- 
dicapping industry and restricting en- 
lerprise. 

In France both exports and imports 
are materially loweg in volume and

| derived from @ variety of important 
| trades and occupations, most of which 
are based upon raw materials existing 
in abundance withln our own borders. 

While Canada is steadily growing in 
importance in respect of her manufac- 
|tures, we depend largely upon the 
export of agricultural and other pro- 
ducts, and at present the realizable 
monetary value of these is at the low- 
est level reached for many years past. 

What is very nevessary to improve 
conditions in Canada is the political 
and financial stability of the world at 
large, principally of Burope, and any- 
thing Canada can do to this end will | 
redound to our advantage, The large 
debts overhanging certain Ruropean 
countries have undoubtedly had an 
adverse effect on their purchasing 
power abroad and they have endeav- 
ored through tar'ffs and otherwise to 
restrict such expenditures, These 
deb's have created a psychological, as 
well as a material, condition, The 


flow of gold to France and the United 
States has contributed to weaken the 
purchasing power of many countries 
|and the fall in the price of silver has 
curtailed the buying power of the 


East, 

The serious situation which has de- 
veloped in the wheat market has 
served to call into question the wis- 
dom of placing such widespread re- 
lance as in the past upon one type 
of crop, Wheat 1s a commodity of 
international character, and the bulk 
of our production of it must be ex- 
ported. The price return is subject 
to wide fluctuations and is affected 
by many conditions which can net‘her 
lbe foreseen nor controlled. Wheat 
will always be produced in large quan- 
tities in the Prairle Provinces, but the 
conviction is growing that more sta- 
bility is afforded by a wider applica- 
tion of the principles of mixed farm- 
ing, because this, as well as supplying 
many of his own needs, brings to the 
farmer a return every month in the 
| year. That the Prairie Provinces are 
| making solid progress in this direction 
jis clearly indicated by the steadily 
increasing production of such varied 
farm products, as livestock, wool, 
butter, cheese, vegetables, et cetera. 
Meanwhile, for the marketing of our 
export surplus of wheat, stable con- 
ditions, in the world at large are most 
important 

It might be pertinent in this con- 
}nection, as an example, to mention 
| thet for the twelve months ending 
Bist. March, 1929, Canada sold to 
Germany agricultural products of a 
value of $35,402 000; in the next year 
the value had fallen to $14,641,000, 
and for the three months ending 30th 
June of this year the total of §2,- 
182,000 only, 

Unemployment and over-production 
are both unpleasant features in the 
| present situation, and to alleviate 
these evils Canada should use every 
| legitimate means t. increase and ex- 
tend her trade, We have great hopes 
for the growth of our trade with the 
Orient, a market of increasing import- 
ance, and for the continued develop- 
}ment of Vancouver as a seaport. Our 
}exports to the West Indies show a 
considerable increase during the last 
few years; our Atlantic seaports 
grea‘ly facilitate our trade with this 
desirable market 

‘The return of prosperity will prob- 


ably be slow, but there are grounds 
for boLeving that the bottom of the 
depression is near at hand. ‘There 


is the possibility of a seasonal slow- 
ing down during the early winter 
mon hs, (Applause).
